Shakespeare 
Spy? Maybe 
Says DHîibie. 

Was Shapcspcare a spy? "Ves," 
says ' ■ Geoffrey Ashe, .research 
scholar in England. "Perhaps," says 
Professor G. I. Duthle of McGlll. 

"This is the only way," said -Ashe, 
"many unexplained ' passages in 
Shakespeare's' plays have 'a ' mean- 
ing. He probably worked under 
Queen Elizabeth's . secretary. Sir 
Francis Walslngham, when the 
latter was connected with espion- 
age at the time of the Spanish 
Armada." 

"Shakespeare knew of the move- 
ments in 1580 of ships about which 
Walslngham was getting reports 
from a spy In Italy. He used some 
of this spy's aliases in "Love's 
Labours Lost." . • 

Professor Duthle, noted Shake- 
speare critic and scholar, stated that 
though many plays are highly topi- 
dal, he "never came across anything 
that suggested thisio7him;!|iU[Uien, 
he might hâve been bllrM- or short 
sighted." 

"It is true," said Prof, Duthle. 
"that Marlowe was deeply Involved 
In highly exciting intrigue work. It

The glory haa departed. 
Students who remember, the 
golden days of campus oratoryîtltc 

era of the Rosenfclds, the Scotts, 
and the Crcpcaus, felt disappoint- 
ed by last night's Model Parlia- 
ment proceedings. lUcre was little 
humor, and no really concrete at- 
tempts to embarrass the* Govern- 
ment with red herrings. 

At the bcfflnnlng.of tiic evening, 
the Progressive-Conservative gov- 
ernment was asked what they in- 
tended to do for the McGlll foot- 
ball team in 1051 by way of re- 
construction. They were also asked 
whether they planned to progress 
conservatively or to coPfcrvc pro- 
grcissively, but chose tn regard this 
remark as something less Uian fun- 
ny. 

Subsequent remarks and Inter- 
ruptions were mainly sarcastic, or 
nasty references to the speakers. 

Attendance has fallen off greatly 
from previous parliaments. At last 
night's proceedings there were 
5cats available in all sections 
throughout the evening, and the 
final vote showed only eighty-two 
participants. This Is in direct con- 
trast to the second Model Parlia- 
ment of the 1048-1040 term, in 
which a progressive • conservative 
bill to outlaw communism was de- 
feated by a vote of two hundred 
and fifteen to forty-six, and to 
other such debatea. 

The old tradition of long speeches 
speeches on 'red. herring' issues, 
designed' to embarrass the govern- 
ment, which was made famous by 
such great orators as Peter Scott, 
Is.idore Rwenfeld, and Jack Crc 
peau, h.-)s largely disappeared. At 
no time during the proceedings was 
the government stopped, short .on 
such an Important point as' tlie, rel 
atlvc mcrlta of rubber versus' fiber 
diapiiragms in Mk. VIII .scries C 
fuel pumps In the port outboard en 
gines of Lancaster Mk. IV bombers 
in service with the R.C.A.F., or 
other such major factors in the na- 
tional defence budget. 

Another old tradition which seem, 
lo have gone by the board is that 
whenever a person had occasion !o 
cross the floor of the "house." in 
previous years that person was re 
quired to bow to the Speaker. This 
rule was not observed, except by 
certain dignified members of the 
Liberal faction. This enabled the 
page-girls to move much faster, anri 
the service of these young ladles 
was generally more efficient than 
it has been, possibly due to the 
large decrease in attendance. 

A new technique, which allowed 
any member to rise to a point ol 
order, information, or privilege, 
while another member was speak- 
ing, was Introduced to the Parlia

Students Can 
Expect Love' 
-Larminie 

"In former days as late as the 
lOth ccnt'ury, the principal rule for 
the students was fear. Gradually 
It has changed until now the stu- 
dents can expect love Instead," said 
W. J. Larmlnle, who addressed the 
St. James Litcrarl Society last 
night. On the subject "Schools An 
dent and Modern." 

Mr. Larmlnie who' is a member 
of the society- and . who haa had 
many years of experience as a tea- 
cher went on to /iemonstrate his 
statement by givln^ a hLsiory of 
education dating from the times of 
the early Greeks right up to pres- 
ent day theories and practices. 

In his address Mr. Larmlnle 
mentioned Plato's outdoor school 
as'o'nc of 'the 'first'Greek forms of 
education. Later through contact 
with the Greeks the Romans ac- 
quired their own schoola often im- 
porting Greek teachers. . "Roman 
l>oys as arule did not find their 
strict manner of learning particu- 
larly pleasant." Mr. Larminic went 
on to describe Charlemagne and 
his manner of fostering education. 
He described how l'.ii» Emperor 
founded his first school with the 
help of an English scholar In 781. 
"The. 16th century was marked by 
the' Jesuit order,- which' devoted it- 
self to the education of young 
men. especially In the study of 
Greek and Latini" In Napoleon's 
time the mlnorial system came into 
being. This Is tlie system by which 
older, more advanced students 
taught younger students. The 14th 
century saw the birth 3f the public 
school in England. The first of 
these schools was Winchester Col- 
lege founded in 1388. Then follow- 
ed Eton College a few year later. 
In Canada, public schools became 
law about the year 1860. In both 
these countries frequent|;use„of the 
birch rod was an accepted rule.

Student Teachers Find 
Life Full and Varied

Contrary to what may be- com- 
mon belief, turbulent, tempestuous 
Dawson was not the only branch 
of McGlll University. Twenty-two 
miles south-east of Montreal lie the 
brown brick structures that com 
prise Macdonaid College— home ' of 
the famed Macdonaid School ' of 
Teachers, ' -' 

Here, In pleasant rural surround 
ings, bounded by the Ottawa river 
on one side, and. Ste. Anne de Bel- 
levue on the other,' studenta 'from 
all over the province study today 
to become the teachers of tomor- 

Macdonaid^Schôôi for Teachers, 
founded in 1907, Is the only such 
Institution training students for 
work in the Protesta/it. primary 
schools of Quebec. 

Studying to be a teacher, we 
found, is not easy work. Lectures 
begin at the early hour of 8.30 a.m. 
and continue till 4.30 p.m. with one 
hour off for lunch. AH subjects 
are 'compulsory and few students 
have less than thirty-seven hours 
weekly. 

Subjecls are divided into ' four 
major groups: English literature. 
History, Geography, JKrL^Music,

The life of a prospective teacher 
is a full one, Though for the most 
part they partake In the Campus 
life of Macdonald College as a 
whole they do. have their own Stu- 
dent-Teachers Society which is the 
A and S couiitcrpàrl of their par- 
ticular faculty.

There is a 
five cent per minute penally (or the 
jtirsl (iltccn minutes o( late arrival 
As (or leaves, they have tow week- 
{end leaves per month (11:30 a.m 
Saturday to 0:30 p.m. Sunday), and 
one Saturday per year. Girls at 
R.V.C. take note! 

.Men are more fortunate. Though 
they must wear a jacket and tie 
(or dinner,' and a tie (or lunch, this 
is about all by way of formal at- 
tire. In the words of Don Mac- 
Naughlon, president o( the Student- 
Teachers Society, 'There are really 
no restrictions for men. As long 
as they attend lectures they may 
come and go as they please. How- 
ever, fircarms,_liquor, and women 
are strictly ' prohibited In men's 
residence." 

The nine men of the teachers 
school have formed their owned 
own basketball and hockey teams, 
whicli they declare, arc second to 
none.

Charles Taylor, of the libérai 
party, submitted an amendment to 
Ihe government bill which Includ- 
ed: the changing of Iho fM00,00O.- 
000 to $052,000,000; the ralsiiig of an 
additional sum of 1130,000,000 (or 
a program of economic aid the the 
underdeveloped areas of the world 
' with particular interest to those 
regions directly threatened oy 
Communist Infiltration;" and that 
the necessary revenues for these 
ventures should be raised by a 
general increase of taxation on a 
pay as you go" basis. 
Mr. Taylor said that if the sum 
suggested by the government were 
to spent on defence the Canadian 
economy would be ruined. He sug- 
gested that the money which the 
Liberals proposed to spend un 
Asiatic relief would be a good in- 
vestment. 

George Hobart, for the govern- 
ment, stated tiiat the defence money 
should be raised by an increa.ie in 
taxes and a ten per cent reduction 
in welfare bencdts. "They aie 
luxuries we can't a((ord at this 
time," he asserted. 

Earl Kruger, for the C.C.F., said 
Ke was not aware that Canada wai 
at war Just now, and ordered 
where the armed forces would be 
sent. 

' He WAS also anxious to know 
under whose Jurisdiction the 
forces would serve. 

Mr. Kruger was suspicious of the 
Liberal amendment for sending re 
lief in Asia only to those coun' 
tries which might contain Com- 
munism. "Your motives arc du- 
bious." he suggested "if you are 



tending money merely to support 
Dao Dai and his bithin beauties.'' 

The floor of the house was then 
opened for discussion. i 

Statements which followed in- 
cluded: 

"Vyshinsky, Gromyko, and other 
Hussian dcleates have worked con- 
sistently for peace." 

"Members of ' the L.P.P. should 
take a slow boat lo China." 

"War brings tremendous profits to 
the industrialists." 

"The whole population of Can- 
ada would not be enough to defend 
this country In ùthe;. vent of war." 

Flora nosenberg' summed up for 
the opposition. 

"There is no danger of war em- 
anating from the Soviet Union 
she said" "the only danger of a war 
lies with the western powers. You 
would foment wars and call them 
peace." 

She urged parliament to defeat 
the bill and the liberal amendment. 

The speeches were concluded by 
a restatement of the government's 
policy by the Minister of Defence.
